FRANCE'S LAST WORD 


HARDING MESSAGE 


ON STRIKE EVIL 


Cheered as He Asserts Roads 


and Mines Must Run and Right 
to Work Be Guaranteed. 


URGES

Poincare Officially Restates She

Bar-le-Duc, France.—France Is firm- 


ly determined to make Germany pay 
for the devastation she caused In the 
war, and rather than depart from this 
flicd intention she will act alone, Pre- 
mier Poincare declared at the opening 
meeting of the general council of the 
Department of the Meuse, In a speech 
whlc.Ii Is generally regarded as the 
complete oflldal declaration of the 
French reparations policy. 


France will not consent to a mora- 


torium of any • character to Germany 
unless the German stnto mines of the 
Ituhr end the national forests are 
placed In the bands of the allies as a 
guaranty, and no matter what hap- 
pens France will pot deriart from this 
policy, the premier Insisted. 


The necessity and justice of the 


payment of reparations by Germany 
were emphasized, the French premier 
placing the blame for the present situ- 
ation on the nttltime of the commission 
on reparations and the failure of Great 
Britain to understand the desperate 
plight of her allies and the need of 
the payment of the indemnity. 


II. Polncnre presented figures to 


prove his charge that Germany was 
responsible for her own collapse and 
hiul deliberately failed to live up to 
the demands of the Reparations Com- 
mlslon. 
He vigorously denied ihat 


France sought to enslave Germany In 
revenge for the devastation of war. 


"The day Germany recognizes loyal- 


ty to her obligations toward France 
and carries them out with good grace," 
lie declared, "we will not refuse to ex- 
amine with her the best methods of 
assuring the prompt and regular exe- 
cution of the treaty of Versailles."

Light Wears Our Clothe* Out 


There Is nothing, more destructive 


to clothing than str6ng>sunlight. Cot- 
ton and. woob fibers are very tough 
and elastic. They will withstand rub- 
bing nml twisting to a surprising de- 
gree. 
Rain and the air affect them 


very little. Yet exp'osure to a week's 
snnshlne will cause them to become 
harsh and brittle so that they easily 
break and wear. 


If worn In the dark, an ordinary 


suit of clothes would last at least ten 
years. But sunlight weakens a fabric 
according to its color. A dark cloth 
retains Its strength longer than-one 
tinted with red, green or yellow. On 
the other hand, blue nnd violet light 
Is more harmful than red and yellow. 


Not all dress materials are affected 


alike by sunshine. Woolen 
fabrics 


wear out faster than cotton. 
This 


partly 
explains why woolen cloth 


fades less rapidly than a cotton fabric 
of the sanje color, When sunlight acts 
on a colorio7 w*6oleti cloih', tfie clolE 
suffers first and thereby partly pro- 
tects the dye. In cotton materials the 
sunlight ruins the dye first.

of potatoes quickly deteriorates If 
they are exposed to light. 


•The tubers should be dry and rea- 


sonably free from dirt when put Into 
storage. An eicess of moisture or of 
soil Increases the amount of heat gen- 
erated In a newly stored pile of po- 
tatoes. Tlie soil tends to close up 
the spaces between the tubers, thus 
cutting off air circulation and helping 
to retain heat that would otherwise 
escape. 


All diseased, badly cut, or bruised 


tubers should be removed before put- 
ting potatoes Uito storage. 


It Is not advisable to store potatoes 


In bulk at a greater depth than 5 or 
8 feet, and the floor dimensions of the 
bin should not be greater than 12 by 
12 feet unless provided with a series 
of ventilating shafts for the escape 
of moisture and heat.

Concrete Is 


used In 'many sections of this country 
for dairy barn floors. Plank floors 
with cracks full of flllh are 'being 
taken up and a permanent concrete 
floor put In their place. This work 
can he done at any season of the year 
when there Is time lo do the work. The 
door can be laid In winler If Ihe Inte- 
rior of the barn can be kept above 
freezing for four or flve days until 
concrete has hardened. 


Avoid Costly Mlitaket. 


A good plan Is necessary so as to 


avoid costly mistakes. Once concrete 
has hardened It-Is difficult to remove. 
Most agricultural colleges have .sug- 
gested dairy bam layouts which;they 
furnish free to farmers.
